Whereas, the Chief Engineer (NH, R&B), PWD, 
Altinho, Panaji-Goa, vide his letter referred to at (1) 
above has requested for issue of Notification for 
traffic movements in the area of Mandovi bridges 
and KTC bus stand, Panaji on account of opening 
of the 3rd Mandovi bridge for traffic. 


And whereas, Dy. Superintendent of Police, 
Traffic (North), Panaji, vide letter referred to at (2) 
above has conveyed No Objection for notifying the 


below mentioned traffic circulation plan in the area 
of Mandovi bridges and near KTC bus stand, Panaji. 


And whereas, I am of the considered opinion to 
notify the above mentioned traffic circulation plan 
in the area of Mandovi bridges and KTC bus stand, 
Panji. 

Now therefore, I, Ajit Roy, IAS, District Magistrate, 
North Goa do hereby notify the below mentioned 
traffic circulation plan in the area of Mandovi 
Bridges and KTC bus stand area in Panaji. 


1) Outgoing traffic from Panaji City shall ne on 
the new Patto Bridge and travel upto Divja 
Circle for going to the KTC bus stand. 


2) Divja Circle to KTC bus stand will be one way 
for travel from Divja Circle to KTC bus stand. 


3) At KTC bus stand traffic towards Panaji city 
will be via road infront of Kadamba bus 
terminal enter road infront of Ambedkar 
garden and travel along the Multilevel parking 
road and enter the city via new Patto bridge 
second lane. 


4) Traffic in the Panaji city can also enter via 
Old Patto bridge which will be one way only. 


5) Traffic entering on 3rd Mandovi bridge shall 
be allowed to be used as two way with 
prohibition on movement of 2 and 3 wheelers 
on the entire 3rd Mandovi bridge. 


6) The Speed Limit on the two bridges (Old and 
New) is restricted to 30 Km/h and the speed 
limit on the third bridge shall be restricted to 
50 KMPH. 


7) All the three bridges are hereby declared as 
No Halting No Parking Zones. 


8) Old Mandovi bridge and 3rd Mandovi Bridge 
shall be No Pedestrian Zones. 


9) Adequate number of traffic signboards shall 
be erected by PWD for the guidance of the 
motorists. 
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10) Before implementing the above proposed 
traffic circulation plan, Traffic Island/Round 
About be constructed at Malim Circle and 
Hero Honda showroom Circle at Porvorim 
where it existed prior to the construction of 
the 3rd Mandovi Bridge. 


11) Also dedicated lanes shall be created for 
smooth merging of vehicular traffic coming 
from Malim side and desiring to proceed to 
Panaji. Likewise traffic from Panaji side 
desiring to take right and proceed to 
Journalist colony and near Hero Honda 
showroom. 


12) The road owing agencies are directed to 
immediately construct a circle/tear drop 
island at KTC Bus Stand, Panaji to channelize 
the smooth movement of traffic.
